subject became the telegram from Lord Russell to Higher Authority. It 
appears that Salinger lost or misplaced the telegram, and Bundy said he 
thought that was a very excellent "ploy", Anyhow, Lord Russell has now 
been gracious enough to repeat his telegram and old Pierre wanted to 
know what to do and say. The inclination al] around the table, from Bundy 
on down, was not to answer Lord Russell at all, or at least confine any 
answer to a sort of courteous acknowledgment of receipt. Anyhow, for 
the immediate future, meaning today, Salinger is Bing to be able to Bay 
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to the press that, since the telegram has only now been received, it 
is "being evaluated and studied", etc,
